A copy of the Act was produced bythe 
Secretary, and read for. the information of 
the.

The Chairman said that, under the Act, 
certain gentlemen had been given in 1931 
power over life and death without the right 
of appeal from. their decisions. He thought 
it. a very poor answer to the Commuttee’s re- 
quest that the Act should now be quoted for 
them by a responsible Minister, who with his 
Government were in Opposition in 1931, and 
who used superhuman efforts to prevent the 
passing of panic-stricken legislation by the 
then panic-stricken Government, who saw the 
writing on the wall. Instead of being hung 
up*as a rod in pickle, that Act should have 
been repealed long ago. The Constitution of 
the Freé State should be quite sufficient to 
enable the present Government to rule the 
country without having recourse to an Act 
passed by a terroristic Government. He 
believed that no man was safe under the 
Act, and it was an awful state of affairs that 
it should still find a place on the Statute 
Book. 

Mr. J. Melody, Co.C., said he was in 
favour of every man getting a fair trial by 
jury, and removal of the Amendment Act. 

Mr. J. Hughes, Co.C., speaking as a 
Labour representative, said that he desired 
to enter a most emphatic protest against the 
operation of the Act by the present Govern- 
ment. 

On the motion of Mr. Hughes, seconded by 
Mr. Hayes, fhe Committee unanimously 
adopted a resolution, stating that the Act 
of 1931, ‘‘ implemented as law by the Act 
Government, is an anachronism, and we call 
on the Government to pass legislation for its 
removal forthwith.”’

A BLIND MAN’S PENSION 
———— 


The following statement has heen received 
from the Tvish Association fer the Blind 
North Great George's streét, Dublin :— 

The Dublin blind pensioner on whose 
behalf the Irish Assoviation for the Blind has 
lodged an ‘appeal with the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health. against the 
decision of the Dublin Pension Committee for 
having reduced the appellant’s blind pension 
of 10s. per week to ós. a week, has been 
asked to furnish an uphthibnic surgeon's 
report. as to the degree of sight and the pos- 
sihility of a successful operation being per- 
formed on his eyes. 

Seeing that this blind pensioner had to 
furnish a certificate of blindness from an 
ophthalmic surgeon when making application 
for the municipal allowance 8 the Dublin 
County Borougn Scheme for the Welfare of 
the Blind. in 1925, and was again obliged in 
1932, when applying for the pension under 


the new Act, to obtain another certificate of 


blindness, it is difficult to understand why 
this uefortunate blind persea should be 


for the past two years. On the morning in 
question he was driving along Sussex 
road, and did not see Father  Lang- 
ford until the front right mudguard 
of the lorry struck the bicycle and knocked 
him down. Witness took him in the lorry 
to hospital, and reported the accident to: the 
wolice The witness's vision was obstructed 

y a tram. 

The Justice convicted the defendant. of 
driving in a manner dangerous to the public ;

RECREATION

At a meeting of the College Theological 
Society. held on Monday, Mr. A. H. Butler, 
B.A.. read a paper entitled ‘‘ The Church 
and Recreation.” 

The essayist stressed the fact that there 
could be no real social life in any community 
without recreation, It was the duty of the 
Church to see that her members pursned 
their social activities under the best possible 
conditions, and thus the Church must ever 
press the civic authorities for open spaces and 
facilities for athletics. Yet, although the 
charch hall and parish room should be a 
centre for social activity, the spiritual side 
of “the Church’s work must come first. It 
was shown that early Christian denunciations 
of the theatre were irrelevant to the modern 
stage, being directed to the obscenity ol 
pagan drama. People must be educated to 
seek for’ what was best in the theatre. The 
cinema exercised an increasing influence on 
the lives of people to-day, and it was of 
primary importanee that the Church should 
cóntrol that influence. i 

The essayist stressed the importance of the 
development, concurrently and inter- 
dependently, of soul, mind, and body. 

The Hon. Secretary (Mr. R. E. Dennis, 
B.A.) opposed the slightest wavering from 
the Church's traditional attitude to Sunday 
recreations. Much fault was found with the 
practice of some Churches of deriving income 
from dances, whist drives, and the hike. 

Mr. D. R. C. Hilliard, B.A., suggested that 
the Church should help to provide religious 
plays, and so turn the theatre to its own use. 
The theatre and cin¥ma could help the Church 
and the Church could help them, He saw in 
dances a means of keeping the youth of the 
Church together and of preventing mixed 
marriagés, and therefore advocated parochial 
dances. :

The Irish. Sugar Company, Ltd., will 
then be up against a position similar to 
that which prevailed in 1931, when the 
organised beet growers refused to enter into 
contracts with the then existing company 
in Carlow because of the uneconomic price 
offered. Until now the varying price has 
been based on a 154 per cent. sugar content, 
with.a rise or fall of 2s. 6d. for each point 
over or under that figure. An average 
sugar content of 174 per cent. was by no 
means wncommon while the Carlow sugar 
factory was working alone, but none of the 
pulp was given to beet growers free. 

It did not, therefore, at first become very 
popular as a stock food, the price at which 
it was sold being considered too high. 
Some beet growers succeeded in raising 
roots with a sugar content as high as 
per cent., and each year the all-round 
average improved.

7 She is 
785 feet long, carries 6,500,000 cubic feet 
of helium non-inflammable gas in her 
cells, weighs 215,000 pounds with a full 
load, and has a cruising range of about 
11,000 miles without refuelling. She 
normally carries a crew of 75. 
German-built engines drive her at more 
than 80 miles an hour.

There has heen a good deal of irresponsible 
talk by distinguished -politicians| here about 
the farmer producing cattle fdr his own 
market. If that had been taken seriously 
and acted upon, it would have méant a great 
destruction of the production of Irish agru 
eniture as a whole, and when it|reached its 
Fnal conclusion—a reduction in tillage of at 
least three or four hundred thousand acres.

a million acres—because with jonlv three 
million people: to feed we are now tilling and 
crazing far more land than is n¢cessary for 
the consumption of that population.

INE of the crew of the American 
broadcasting schooner Seth Parker 
were taken off by the Australian cruiser 
Australia to-day. Five others remained 
on board to await a tow. 

The Australia, which is taking the Duke 
of Gloucester to the West Indies, after 
making one dash to the assistance of the 
Seth Parker, and finding on reaching her 
that she was apparently all right, picked 
up a further wireless mags from the 
schooner yesterday, stating that she was 
in distress and requesting assistance. Her 
rigging was gone, and she was said to be 
Hp, cars badly. The cruiser, being the 
nearest vessel to the position given, in- 
creased her speed to 22 knots, and through- 
out the night tore through the seas to the 
schooner’s rescue. : 

On reaching the Seth Parker about 4 
o'clock this afternoon (local time) the 
master asked Captain McLeod to take off 
nine members of the crew. The others 
would remain on board until the United 
States naval tug arrived, probably on 
Thursday, to tow the vessel into port. — 
The Seth Parker's masts were still 
standing, but she was unable to set sail, 
and was rolling badly despite the use of 
a light sea anchor. | 
Splendid maneuvring by the crew of 
H.M.A.S. Australia enabled her port-side 
sea cutter to be launched, under the 
command of Lieutenant-Commander Tozer, 
assisted by a keen crew of volunteers. — 
With such a sea running it was im- 
possible for the cutter to approach too 
closely the Seth Parker’s broad counter. 
Through a megaphone Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Tozer shouted his instructions for 
throwing a line to the cutter. 

The first two members of the Seth 
Parker’s crew dived overboard, but the 
other seven used the rope. All nine were 
hauled in uninjured. 

Within barely forty-five minutes the 
cutter was back alongside the Australia. 
It was. immediately hauled up without a 
hitch, completing as nice a piece of work 
in a difficult sea as the most exacting. 
sailor could expect to see. 

The rescued men were given stimulants, 
and provided with baths and spare cloth- 
ing. They will be taken on to the next 
port. 

A New York Reuter telegram says that 
an implicit denial of rumours current in 
the United States that the 8.0.8. sent 
out by the Seth Parker was a publicity 
stunt, staged because the Duke of Gloucester 
was on board the Australia, has been given 
in a wireless message from Mr. Phillip 
Lord, In a statement sent to the National 
Broadcasting Corporation Mr. Lord, as 
master of the schooner, quotes a wireless 
message which, he says, he received from 
Captain McLeod. This said: “I realise 
what you have been through. I am satis 
fied there has never been any question ot 
your calling me unnecessarily. Good-by-. 
Good luck.”

ing and the Whitehall Building, Ormeau 
avenue, aud to raise such further sums not 
exceeding a total of £20,000 for adapting the 
premises and the purchase of the ground 
reits, 

Alderman Pierce said that it was an in- 
opportune time to negotiate for the purchase 
of ground rent, which during the past twelve 
months had jumped from fifteen years’ pur- 
chase to approximately twenty-two years. 
They would be recklessly playing with public 
funds in attempting to acquire the ground 
reiits of this property. They should pay the 
ground rent for ihe present, and later on 
thar might be able to buy at a much lesser 
gure. 

Councillor Kilpatrick protested on behalf 
of the citizeis against the purchase of the 
ground rents. What, he asked, was the 
vriginal ground rent of the Ormeau avenue 
property? ‘‘ I am afraid,” he added, ‘that 
there is something shady about this, and I 
would like in the jnterest of the public to 
have more information.” 

Counciller Gillespie said that the price 
negotiated was £5,500. subject to a ground 
rer.t of S850. He could not sey when that 
ground rent was fixed. Councillor Kilpatrick 
had made the inference that there were in- 
triested parties in the Council: théy were 
certainly interested, but from a municipal 
point of view only.

Ahmed Saleh, the Arah seaman, who died

“Wuthering Heights,” which Miss Ria 
Mooney and Mr. Donald Stauffer have 
adapted from Emily Bronté’s novel, was quite 
worth a revival by the Gate Company. Tt 
was a daring task to condense a long book, 
whose plot involves the passage of twenty- 
five years, into the three-hours’ limit imposed 
by the stage. The task, however, was car- 
ried out intelligently, and the result is a 
vivid melodrama, full of wild action and of 
a strange and sinister atmosphere which has 
been very well caught. The characters in 
‘Wuthering Heights,’’ with their stormy 
lives and uncontrolled passions, are not 
normal human beings, and they might very 
easily have become ridiculons in a play. It 
is greatly to the credit of the adaptors that 
they remain impressive, 

When “ Wuthering Heights" was pro. 
duced for the first, time last year, it gave 
Miss Ria Mooney her chance to prove that 
she is among the half-dozen really good 
actresses in Dublin. She has done good work 
in other parts since then, but the revival of 
the play shows that she has still to do better 
than her study of Catherine Earnshaw. It is 
a performance of quite remarkable force, and 
in the course of it she never seems to strike 
a wrong note, or to fail in getting the full 
value from. a situation, Micheal MaclLiam-. 
moir, a little out of character as Heathcliffe, 
adapted himself with great skill to his part 
and gave a very attractive display, but 
always he was. overshadowed by Miss 
Mooney.

N, the House of Commons.to-day,Mr. R. 8. 
Hudson (Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Labour) moved the second 

readiug of the Unemployment Assistance 
(Temporary Provisions) Bill. It was: im- 
tended, he said, to carry out the decision of 
the Unemployment Assistance Board, which 
was announced last week. Its objects were 
to restore any “' cuts ” that might have been 
made in transitional payments, to coptinuve 
te pay to any applicant sums Jarger than the 
original transitional payments, where such 
were the case; to provide for cases where 
there was originally a nil determination, by 
the Board, and to make provision for per- 
sons coming before the Board for the first 
time. It was clear, he said, that the bill 
would cost money, but it was impossible to 
say how much more it would cost than the 
amount contemplated under the original bill. 
Mr. Arthur Greenwood (Labour) said that 
the Government and their supporters pre- 
sented a very sorry spectacle. He knew of no 
nccasion when a Government had been so 
humiliated. Extraordinary claims were made 
for the Unemployment Bill, and they were 
told that it was one of the greatest pieces of 
social legislation of modern times. As a 
matter of fact, the regulations made under 
that bill aroused an unparalleled storm of 
indignation throughout the country. 

Sir Percy Harris (Liberal) said that it was 
a mistake to imagine that they could na- 
tionalise the administration of public assist- 
ance, 

Captain H. Balfour (Conservative) declared 
that the Unemployment Assistance Board had 
lost the confidence of the House and of the 
country. He believed the fault lay with the 
Board and not with the Government. 

Sir Stafford Cripps (Labour) said that the 
difficulties which the Government were now 
confronting were self-created. 

Mr, Oliver Stanley (Minister of Labour), 
replying to the debate, said that the sup- 
porters of the Government were under no 
illusion as to Sir Stafford Cripps’s intention to 
exploit to the full the situation of the un- 
employed for the benefit of his own political 
party. It was quite untrue to suggest that 
any pressure was put on the Unemployment 
Assistance Board by the Cabinet to reduce 
the allowances for the sake of economy. 

The Government realised the burden placed 
on the local authorities by the postponement 


of the second appointed day under the Unem 


ployment Assistance Regulations, and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer intended to enter 
into immediate negotiations with them to 
ensure an agreement as to fair compensation 
for the burden put on them by the postpone- 
ment, 

The bill passed the second reading without 
a division, and was committed to a Committee 
of the whole House.

home assistance provided under the Poor Law 
by many local authorities.

HE German reply to the Franco-British 
T proposals, according to a  crédible 

rencrt, should be ready for presentation 
before the end of this week. It is likely to be 
couched in iriendly and conciliatory terms 
and to imply a substantial measure of accept- 
ance of the proposals as a basis for negotia- 
tion, 

The forefront of the reply seems likely to 
be occupied by what in the Franco-British 
propdésals was put forward as a corollary for 
a general settlement, including the pacts of 
mutual assistance in Eastern Europe and of 
non-intervention in Central Europe—namely, 


i 


an armaments agreement displacing for 
Germany the discriminatory armaments 
system of the Versailles ‘Treaty. 


The insistence that ‘‘ complete equality of 
rights in all directions,” to quote General 
| Goring's recent definition, must be the basis 
of any binding negotiations is hkely to be 
repeated. and fuller information about the 
actual consequences in Germany of the pro- 
posed Armaments Convention is likely to be 
invited. 


LOGICAL INFERENCE 


The logical inference is that the most 
favourable reaction in the reply will be to the 
proposal jor an Air Convention, binding its 
signatories to come to the ad of any 
party wantonly attacked from the air by 
another ; for this implies the practical reahsa- 
tion in one arm of the full equality demanded. 
It could have no meaning in the German 
view, unless all signatories possessed Air 
Forces, and thus it implicitly acknowledges 
Germany's right to an Air Force, Emphasis 
is likely to be laid on this implication. 

The response to the proposal for a pact 
between the neighbours of Austria engaging 
the signatories not to interfere by violence. in 
each other's affairs is likely to be accommo- 
dating, but to raise a number of questions, 
which, in the German view, need elucidation, 
For instance—though this may not be speci- 
fically mentioned in the reply—the question 
of the 40,000 Austrian Nazi refugees in Ger- 
many. will have to be solved one day: In 
the German contention, and this must not be 
forgotten, there has never been any violent 
interference in Austrian affairs, and respect 
for Austrian independence has frequently 
been professed.

_Laurence Dawson, insurance inspector, 
Connolly’s Gardens, Inchicore, sued the 
Minister for Finance for £300 damages for 
personal injuries alleged to have been suffered 
by him in consequence of having been hit and 
knocked down by a motor ambulance at St. 
Bricin’s Hospital in December, 19353. 

Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Ernest Wood (instructed by Mr. Edward 
Ryan), for the plaintiff, explained that his 
chent called to St. Bricin’s Hospital on 
December 20th, 19335, to see a Sergeant Ryan 
on insurance business. While he was outside 
a stores department of the hospital a motor 
ambulance was put in reverse gear, and both 
plaintiff and Sergeant Ryan were knocked 
down. Plaintiff was treated in the hospital 
for nine days, after which he was transferred 
to Richmond Hospital, where he remained 
for about a fortnight, after which he had to 
receive treatment by a specialist. 

The plaintiff, in evidence, bore out counsel's 
statement. As a result of his injuries he said 
that he was unable to attend to his business 
for eight weeks, 

Dr. Michael Burke stated that the plaintiff 
had suffered from concussion and wounds on 
the face and knee. The injury to the man’s 
face would be permanent. 

Mr. Laurence Duff, yainting contractor. 
stated that he was present on the scene of 
the accident, and saw the driver of the ambu- 
lance coming out of the store, get into the 
vehicle, and reverse the engine, with the 
result that the plaintiff was knocked down. 

Private Martin, who was in charge of the 
ambulance, stated that he did not see the 

laintiff behind the vehicle when he reversed. 
feeling a bump, he stopped at once, and 
saw the plaintiff lying between the front and 
rear wheels. He did not then know that an 
army sergeant had also been knocked down. 

Sergeant Christopher Ryan, Army Medical

Joe Davis, the British champion, estab- 
lished a world record under the new *‘ baulk 
line” rule when he made a break of 2,002 
aguinst Tom Reece in the Gold Cup tourna- 
ment at Thurston’s Hall, London, yesterday. 
Davis, who was in play with an unfinished 
3853, quickly settled down, and after 33 
minutes reached” 1,000. He scored poinis 
speedily, and at 2,000 made a cannon, but at 
his next stroke missed a very thin loser. He 
teok one hour and 52 minutes to compile the 
break. 

The previous best break under this rule 
was 1,945 made by Clark McConachy, the 
New Zealander, against Walter Lindrum at 
Brisbane last season. The best innings to 
Davis’s credit is 2,052 made by means of the 
“‘pendulum stroke’’ several years ago. 

This is the third time so far during the 
tournament that Davis has made a four-figure 
run, his others being 1,168 and 1,677. For 
the session Davis scored 1,775 and averaged 
222° as against Reece’s 102 and 13 respec- 
tively. Reece had a Break of 42, and Davis 
was jn play at the interval with 50. 

In the evening session Davis carried his 
unfinished break to 695, and his other runs 
were 129 and 236. Reece had innings of 
68 99, 287 and 70 unfinished. Davis scored 
1,260 and averaged 70, against 618 and 36 
respectively by Reece. Closing scores :— 
Davis 6,292, Reece (in play) 1,290.
